Iw the Senate, on the 9th, during considera- 
tion of the Tariff bill, Mr. Vest made a @peech 
in favor of his motion placing bituminous coa! 
on the free list, and was warmly antagonibed 
by Messrs, Gorman, Vance and other promi- 
nent Democtata, each side accusing the other 
of departing from “ye ancieat landmarks" of 
Democracy. The motion was defeated. 
Amendments increasing the tariff on several 
articles Were adopted..... In the House, filibus- 
tering consumed the entire day: 


IN the Senate, on the 10th, at thé Conclusion 
of the mornihg hour, eolisideration of the Tariff 
bill was reSiimed. A uumber of amendments 
ffered by Messrs. Vest and Vance, were re- 
jected without debate. while several others. 
proposed by the majority, were adopted. Good 
progress was made in the consideration of the 
bill. The end of the dutiable list was reached, 
and the reading of the free list proceeded with, 
several amendments being adopted to conform 
to action taken while considering the dutiable 
list. Twelve pages of the bill were disposed of. 
....1n the House, Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, imme- 
diately after the reading of the journal, fre- 
sumed obstructive tactics. and the entire day 
was wasted, 

IN the Senate, on the 11th, at the conclusior 
of the morning business, consideration of the 
Tariff bill was resumed, the pending question 
being Mr. Plumb's amendment to put all fresh 
fish on the free list. During the discussion of 
the bill, Mr. Hale moved to strike out the para 
graph, which would leave all fresh “fish under 
the duty fixedin another-part of the bill—a 
half cent a pound, which, after further discus- 
sion, was adopted, Mr. Plumb’s amendment 
being withdrawn. Paragraphs 603 (leather. 
old scraps.) and 626 (mica and mica waste) 
were struck from the free list. Other para- 
graphs were passed over informally, until the 
end of the free list was reached. ...In the House 
Mr. Weaver continued his obstructive tactics, 
effectually {blocking legislation, he confer- 
ence reporton the bill appropriating 600,00:

In the Senate, on the 12th, at the conclusion 
of the morning hour, a few changes were made 
in the phraseology of the administrative sec- 
tions, and the reading of the Tariff bill was 
finished, after which the Senate went into ex- 
ecutive session, and at 4:15 p. m. adjourned.... 
In the House, a temporary truce was declared 
between the advocates and opponents of the 
Oklahoma bill, and regular business was taken 
up. A private penson bill, increasing to fifty 
dollars the pension of Elizabeth G. Scott, was 
passed. The Military Academy and the Diplo- 
matic and Consular Appropriation bills were, 
after some discussion, passed. The Fortifica- 
tions Appropriation bill was then taken up, 
but pending’action the House adjourned,

A TERRIBLE WRECK. 


Results of a Collision on the New York, 
Pennsylvania & Ohio — Hight Persons 
Killed and a Dozen or More Injured— 
Some of the Victims Cremated in the 
Burning Cars—Sickeniug Scenes. 
CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 15.—A frightful 

wreck occurred on the New York, Penn- 
sylvania & Ohio railroad, near Tallmadge, 
O., at half-past two o’clock yesterday 
morning, an east-bound passenger train 
coliding with one section of a frieght train 
which had broken intwo. Eight persons 
were killed and a dozen injured. Tho list 
is as follows:

THE INJURED. 

David Thomas, of Galion, baggage mas- 
ter; badly injured—at first reported 
killed. 

Robert Owen, of Kent, newsboy; one 
shoulder dislocated, and bad cuts and 
bruises. 

Sam Douglass, engineer, of Galion, trav- 
eling in passenger coach; leg and head 
cut, and buruised and burned about the 
abdomen. 

James Boyd, of Patterson, N. J., severe- 
ly hurt on head and back. 

George Shaw, of Galion, freight brake- 
man; cut and bruised. 

Thomas Fairfax, colored, of Cleveland; 
leg broken in two places below the knee, 
and bad cuts on head. 

Other passengers, whose names were 
not learned, received slight injuries. 

The freight train had broken in two and 
the crew resorted to the common expedi- 
ent of “doubling” the grade. The flag- 
man who had been sent to guard the rear 
section misunderstood the signals and 
came in before the track was clear. The 
freight had barely got under motion when 
the express came along. The passenger 
engine was crushed into bits and Engineer 
Huntington and Fireman Walters were 
terribly crushed. +}, 

A combination baggage and smoking- 
ear and a coach took fire immediately 
after the crash. In the smoker were eight 
Chinamen. Five were pulled out alive, 
but, half-dead from freight. Three were 
never seen after the collision. Bones 
and bits of charred flesh gathered up ina 
bag were all that were found of them. 

A most pathetic scene attended the 
death of little Mary Lyon. She was an 
orphan, and was being sent through to 
relatives in Cherry Creek, N. Y. Edward 
Peltzer, a passenger in one of the sleep- 
ers, took mueh interest in the little girl, 
and when the crash came his first thought 
was of her. ‘Hefound her wedged down 
by a seat, the flames already stirrounding 
her. This*so unnerved Mr. Peltzer that 
he threw himself upon the ground and 
sobbed. 2 

Another eye-witness says that the little 
girl, whose shrieks were heart-rending, 
released herself just before the fire got to 
her, and for a moment groped wildly 
about, then fell over, choked by smoke, 
the flames quickly coming up to complete 
the dreadful work. 

The passengers in the sleepers were 
hardly aroused by the concussion. The 
track was not cleared until one o’clock in 
the afternoon,

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OUR INDIAN WARDS. 


Report of the Commission to Treat with 
the Southern Utes. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The Secretary of 
the Interior sent to the Senate yesterday 
the report of the commission appointed 
under authority of the act of May 1, 188s, 
to ratify and confirm an agreement with 
the band of Ute Indians of Southern Col- 
orado for modification of their treaty and 
other rights, and the exchange of their 
reservation. Iu pursuance of this law, 
the Secretary says a commission was ap- 
pointed, consisting of Hon. J. Montgomery 
Smith, of Mineral Point, Wis.; Rev. Thos. 
C Childs, of Washington, D. C., and Ma- 
jor R. B. Weaver, of Rally Hill, Boone 
County, Ark. The report of this commis- 
sion shows that an agreement was ratified, 
whereby the Indians cede to the United 
States all their right, title, interest, etc., 
in and to the Southern Ute Resvrvya- 
tion in the State of Colorado, and in 
and to any portion of the United States or 
Territories, for and in consideration of a 
new reservation provided for the in the 
Territory of Utah (and to which they 
agree to remove) the per capita payment 
of $50,000 in ten annual installments of 
$5,000each; $20,000 worthof stores to be 
distributed to them per capita; the pay- 
mentof $2,000 to five of the chiefs of the 
bandas per stipulations of the agreement, 
and the establishment of a new agency 
on the new reservation, 


FEARS OF FEVER. 


Anxiety for the Safety of the Crew ol 
the Galena. 

Wasuineton, Jan. 15.—The friends of 
the officers of the United States steamer 
Galena, now at Port-au-Prince or vicini- 
ty, have been very uneasy ever since the 
Yantic started north with yellow fever 
on board, and repeated inquiries for news 
from the Galena are made at the Navy 
Department. But little apprehension is 
felt for her there, however, and it is ex- 
pected the first information received from 
her will report all well. She left New 
York in perfect sanitary condition. The 
very fact that she is a fever ship has made 
her officers unusually careful, and every 
possible precaution has been taken to 
prevent the dreaded disease getting a 
foothold on board. She is kept scrupu- 
lously clean from stem to stern. The men 
are not allowed to go ashore, and are 
kept out of the sun as much as possible. 

Up to the time the Yantic left Port-au- 
Prince the Galena had not been inside the 
inner harbor at all. 

As soon as the Ossippee reaches Hayti 
the Galena will probably leave for a short 
time, and Admiral Luce will telegraph 
the Department from Jamaica or some 














SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


Members of the Tennessee Legislature 
will support William Baxter for a place in 
the Cabinet. 

A bill has been passed by the South 
Carolina Senate making it a misdemeanor 
punishable by expulsion for any member 
of the Legislature to accept a free pass 
from any railroad. 

Wm. Brown, a Louisville & Nashville 
brakeman, was run over. by his train at 
Bonniville, Ky., a few days ago, and *‘in- 
stantly killed. He was twenty years old 
and lived with his father and mother at 
Louisville. 

The little son of Nancy Owen, colored, 
of Christian County, Ky., died in the 
greatest agony from the effects of inju- 
ries received several days since by falling 
into the fire, while left alone, and having 
all his clothing burnt from him. 

The gin-house of P. C. Thweatt on 
Highland Lake, Ark., was completely de- 
stroyed by fire a few days ago. About 
eight bales of cotton were burned, on 
which there was no insurance. The gin 
was insured. 

At Dixon Springs, Tenn., a few days 
since, as the resultof a family, quarrel, 
Will Jenkins killed Wily Hankins. They 
hada difficulty and renewed the quarrel 
the day before. Meeting in a store Han- 
kins knocked Jenkins down. The fallen 
man instantly arose, drew a pistol and 
shot at Hankins who ran, but received a 
second bullet and fell dead in his tracks. 

Pursuant toa joint resolution adopted 
during the recent session of the Alabama 
Legislature, Governor Seay has addressed 
letters to the Governors of Georgia, Texas, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Florida and Illinois, requesting them to 
appoint delegates to the Southern Quar- 
antine conference, to be held at Mont- 
gomery, Ala.,on March. The purpose 
of calling the conference is to establish 
an enlightened and effective quarantine. 

The Confederate pension fund of $21,000 
appropriated by the last Mississippi Leg- 

islature is being distributed to 1,000 ap- 
plicants, giving them $21 each. 

Greene Howell, of Midville, Ga., a full- 
blooded negro, is turning white in great 
patches. 

Rey. Richard Totten, rector of St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, of Helena, Ark., died 
recently,after an illness of a few hours,of 
apoplexy. 

A flouring and grist mill, together with 
a large lot of flour, corn meal, wheat and 
corn, was destroyed by fire at Corydon, 
Ky., afew evenings since. The fire was 
caused by the friction of one of the ele- 
vators. The mill was valued at $4,590; 
contents, $1,900, on which there was no’ in- 
surance. 

William Slocumb, who was for many 
years a telegraph operator, committed 
suicide at Goldsboro, N. C., a few days 
since, by blowing out his brains with a 
revolver. Despondency, caused by the ill- 
health of himself and: family. was the 
cause of the suicide. 

The general merchandise store of W.H. 
Edwards; at Spotsville, Ky., was totally 
destroyed by fire a few nights ago. The 
building was valued at $1,300; insured for 
$900. Loss on stock, $900; insured for $659. 
The fire is supposed to have been the work 
of an incendiary. 

Lee Dixon fell under the wheels of a 
moving freight train, which he was trying 
to board, at Dawson, Ky., a few days ago, 
and had one of his feet so badly mashed 
that amputation was necessary. He was 
lying in a critical state, with very little 
chance of recovery. 

Fire at Shreveport, La., a few days ago, 
destroyed nine buildings and caused $75,- 
000 loss to the following occupants: 
Schwarz & Kern, furniture; Eutz & 
Smith, machinery; Enders & Son, furni- 
ture; N, Kelly, coal, and several law 
firms and insurance agents. The prop- 
erty was well insured. 

The coroner’s jury in the Pat Hamilton 
murder case at Aberdeen; Miss., finished 
their work. Did Blackburn and Wesley 
Clark were held for the murder, Black- 
burn having confessed that he and Clark 
alone killed and robbed Captain Hamil- 
ton. A special term of court has been 
called for January 28, when they will be 
tried for the murder. 

The examining trial of Ben Dunning, a 
section hand of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville railroad at Hopkinsville, Ky., 
charged with conspiracy to murder and 
rob William Taylor, a rich Todd County 
farmer, resulted in his being held for 
trial in the Circuit Court, and in default 
of bailhe went to jail. He refused to 
name his accomplices. 

W. C. Bryant, the landlord of the Eu- 
ropean Hotel at Chattanoogo, Tenn., 
whenit was burned November 12 last, en- 
tailing aloss of four lives, has been ar- 
rested on a‘charge of having fired the 
building. He pleads entire innocence and 
says it is a case of persecution following 
attempted blackmail by adetective. He 
pave bond for $2,000 pending an examina- 

ion. 

A passenger train on the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, ran into an open switch 
about a mile north of Brookhaven, Miss., a 
few evenings since. The engine ran into 
lumber cars and was knocked from the 
track. Engineer Sam Berry was badly 
hurt. The colored fireman, Caldwell, was 
killed. The wreck caught fire and the 
mail and express cars were burned. The 
fire spread to Hoskins & Hamilton’s saw- 
mill and burned it, with probably 1,000,- 
000 feet of lumber. 

The body of Moses Houtton, supposed 
to have been drowned below Dayton, 
Tenn., a few weeks ago, was found by a 
searching party. The throat of the corpse 
was cut from ear to ear and the case is 
undoubtedly one of murder, as he was 
known to have had money. The discov- 
ery caused much excitement, 

Deputy Revenue Collector M. L. Wood, 
Deputy Marshal Holder and Deputy Col- 
lector John Michie with a detail of officers 
recently wound up a successful raid on 
the moonshiners in Randolph! County, 
Ala. They captured and destroyed six 
illicit distilleries and about 4,000 gallons 
of beer. @ne of the stills had a capacity 
of 150 gallons, and the others ranged in 
zize from fifty to 100 gallons.

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


8ome Suggestions Concerning a Namber 
of Needed Improvements. 


To bring the public-school training 
chen to some measure of what it should 
be, from the standpoint both of urgent 
public policy and of a fair return for 
the money levied by taxation for its 
support, three things are necessary: 
First, fully to arouse the public mind 
to a sense of the proper general meth- 
ods of teaching; second, to increase 
the number and efficrency of the nor- 
mal schools, to the end that all teach- 
ers shall, of necessity, have received a 
normal-school training; and, third, to 
offer such salaries and such pen- 





sions or other rewards of long- 
continued, faithful performance of 
duty, that there shall be ample 


inducement for the best men and best 
women to go into this branch of the 
public service, and to expend therein 
their highest thought and effort. None 
of my propositions are new; I have no 
startling and radical changes to pro- 
pose, I ask only for common sense in 
the matter of child-rearing—the com- 
mon sense distinguishing Americau 
business methods, and, with reserva- 
tions, American political systems, but 
sadlp lacking in questions of training 
and education. No scheme of instruc- 
tion, however, can be launched per- 
fected. Years of trial, of very patient 
and persevering trial, must precede 
any decision, and never ought any 
rigid system of teaching to be, 
under any circumstances, adopted. 
Not only must general methods 
be the result of years of experiment, 
but they must be widely differentiated, 
to suit the varying conditions—pecu- 
liarly divergent within the enormous 
area of the United States—of climate 
and of physical and political circum- 
stances, I assert, only, that in the pub- 
lic school system, as generally under- 
stood and practiced, there are two main 
defects and conssquent trains of evil, 
viz., those incident to the system of 
grading. and those arising from the 
fact that public education begins too 
late in the child’s life, and is carried 
too far toward young manhood and 
womanhood.—Princeton Bevuw.

N° Cocolo’s people used to do a 
rofitable business hunting slaves in the 
nterior and selling them to traders on 
the coast; but the slave trade began to 
languish as English and Americans be

He afterwards went to 
Rayainhe: and engaged in _— trips 
into the interior. Some young Africans 
who had gone to Europe or to America 
had learned a great deal, and had gone 
back to become accountants in the coast 
trading stations. N' Cocolo’s parents 
begged Steckelman to take the boy to the 
white man’s land, and to teach him to 
read and write, in order that when he 
returned he might bea bookkeeper. This 
may not seem a very dignified — 
for a prince of the blood, but it {s better 
than living Ina hut in the forest and 
gathering ivory and rubber. Steckel- 
man brought the boy with him to Colum- 
bus, Ind. There the trader has a store 
of African goods which he has sent on 
from time to time. 

N’ Cocolo was taken to this store, 
which, when he arrived, was y used 
for Christmas goods. It must have been 
a singular sensation to the boy to be set 
down among so many toys. people 
in Africa go wild about a few trinkets. 
So great 1s this ion that explorers 
take with them immense coils of brass 
wire, which they fe to the natives to 
make ornaments of. One may imagine 
that an African boy, 9 years old, placed 
in a Christmas store, would almost burst 
with pleasyrable though avaricious emo 
tions. 

The youngster took ition in the 
back of the store, eden tes at once be- 
came an object of great interest, espe- 
cially to children. Some of them thought 
he wouldn’t understand theix remarks, 
but a party of boys and girls who were 
criticising him one day were eurp 
to hear him say: , 

“Get away; I ain't no monkey.” 

The child is to be put to school, but he 
will doubtless only learn to read and 
write, for Mr. Stackslosas expects to re- 
turn to Africa next summer, and will 
take N° Cocolo with hin. After the boy 
is sufficiently instructed he is to be Mr. 
Steckelman’s bookkeeper. He is 
in white man’s clothes, which he takes 
to quite naturally, except the shoes. 
Although he wears sizes altogether too 
large for him, he prefers the Larefoot 
system of his native land. He thinks 
America is a fine country, but be re- 
gards the climate cold. There is certainly 
enough influenza. catarrh, bronchitis and 
other kindred diseases in America—es- 

yecially in winter—to impress a boy who 
ae lived in tronical Africa with no

and to wearing clothes, he caught 
a tremendous cold. This is the first 
civilization did for N' Cocolo; but if ft 
succeeds in making a bookkeeper of him, 
he will be looked up to with respect by 
his people in Africa. 





The Policy of Reatrietion Inconsistent with 
Its Treaty with China. 

Ottawa, Jan. 17,—There is every in- 
dic tion that the British government will 
force Sir John Macdona'd to back down 
on his policy of restricting Chine.e im 
mi ration as inconsistent with treaty o- 
ligativns between China and Great 
Britain. 

The attention of the imperial author- 
ities ha e hen drawn by the govern 
ment of China to the hosti'e attitude of 
two of the British oolonies, Austr..lia 
and Cunada, have assumed toward the 
Chinese. (hina is discussing the pro- 

riciy of withdrawing commercial priv- 

eges trom British traders unless the 
treaties between ( hina and Great Britain 
are observed by the British colonies. 
These facts, it is stated, have been com- 
municated to the Dominion government. 
To recede from the a titude taken, and 
wi: hdraw the promi.ed protection to the 
working classes from Chinese cheap la- 
bor, means the loss of a very powerful 
vote at the ne.t general election. The 
Chinese go ernme.t will throw every 
obstacle in the wavy of extending trade 
relations with Ch'na unless the olnox- 
ious discrim nation against their coun- 
trymen is re:noved. 

It seems almost inevitable that the Do- 
minion governme.t will have to with 
draw the restriction act. In such an 
e.enut the number of Ch nese arriv. ls at 
Victoria a id Vancouver, British ©: lum- 
bia, would ba greatly muliiplied, as it 
wou d, no (oubt, be made the channel of 
a la ge inf'ux of Ch nese into the Unitd 
States, as from these po n s there is little 
difttculty in smug ling themselves across 
the line.

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THE TEXAN TARANTULA. 


An Object of Terror to All Save Its Dead- 
ly Enemy, the Wasp. 

Apropos to a brief reference to the 
inset reported to be the deadly enemy 
ot the huge spider called the tarantula, 
Dr. Horn, Philadelphia's distinguished 
entomologist, sends us the following: 

“In the not too fertile parts of the 
region from Texas to California lives a 
large spider known to the inhabitants 
as the tarantula and to naturalists as 
mygale hentzili. Its body is two inches 
or more in length, clothed with rusty- 
brown hair, the legs long, and when 
extended covering an oval of four or 
five inches. As may be imagined, the 
mygale is not a handsome insect, and, 
while it is looked upon with terror by 
most people, no one cares to handle it 
unless quite certain it is dead. 

‘In place of the web which usually 
a the house of spiders the mygale 
excavates a burrow in the loose soil, 
from which it wanders in search of .its 
prey, consisting principally of mem- 
bers of the grasshopper’ family or 
cicades.. The jaws are large and pow- 
erful, armed with long, stout fangs, 
with which they can pierce and kill 
their prey. One full meal will at 
times supply their needs for several 
weeks. In fact, during the moulting 
period they remain torpid and take no 
food. 

“During its growth the mygale makes 
an unknown number of moults, that is, 
it sheds’ its outer coat when that has 
become-uncomfortably close-fitting, in 
the same manner as the common crab 
ofour coast. At these times members 
lost from the body by accidents are 
partially replaced; if a leg is lost the 
first moult produces a perfectly formed 
but short leg, subsequent moults in- 
creasing the size of the leg. 

‘‘While the mygaleis a dread to most 
forms of insect life, there is one of 
which it in turn stands in mortal ter- 
ror. Abundant in-the same regions is 
alarge wasp, with bluish-green body 
and*golden-red wings. The body is 
about two inches long, the spread of 
wihgs nearly an inch greater. These 
wasps (pepsis formosa) fly uneasily 
about in search of food for themselves 
until they discover a ‘tarantula,’ when 


a more definite course of action is as- 
sumed. The flight of the wasp is now 


in circles around its prey, gradually 
approaching it, the mygale, meanwhile 
in terror, showing fight, standing semi- 
prect on the two hinder pair of legs. A 
favorable opportunity presenting, the 
wasp stings the spider and renews the 
circle flight, repeating the sting until 
the spider becomes completely para- 
lyzed. When the wasp is assured of the 
helplessness of the spider it seizes him 
and drags him to a previously prepared 
nest. The eggs of the wasp are then 

deposited and the spider covered up. 
The eggs soon hatch, the spider is 
gradually eaten, and anew wasp ap- 
pears $0 repeat the actions of its 
parent. 

‘‘By the sting of the wasp the spider 
is not killed, simply paralyzed, so that 
during the timé it is being fed upon it 
retains vitality, furnishing living food 
to the newly-hatched larva, which, by 
a curious instinct, feed first on those 
parts of the spider not essential to the 
maintaining of the little vitality re- 
maining. 

‘Our common mud-wasp, chlaybion, 
has similar habits. Its nests, made of 
elastic mud, are familiar to most peo- 
ple, as they are found abundantly in 
sheltered places about barns and other 
outhouses. These, when opened, will 
be fourtd filled with spiders, in the help- 
less condition already mentioned, 
among them a larvz and some partly- 
eaten spiders.”—PhwWadelphia Ledger. 
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STORIES OF DUELS. 


Some Singular Encounters Upon the Al- 
leged Field of Honor. 

The story of “Old Hickory's” duel, 
in which he was the challenged party, 
and by right had choice of weapons, has 
been often told. He stipulated that his 
opponent and himself should sit upon 
two kegs of gunpowder with a lighted 
fuse attached toeach. The climax of? 
this novel affair was reached when “Old 
Hiekory’s” fighting enemy ran as the 
lighted fuse was burning dangerously 
near the bunghole of his keg of pow- 
der. And as he fied he heard “Old 
Hickory” derisively calling to him to 
*‘come back, you durned fool; there is 
nothing but onion seeds in these kegs.” 

Another story atout the man who, 
when challenged bya _ former friend, 
aggrieved at some triva! matter, sug- 
gested that they join hands and jump 
from the top of the highest building in 
New York, created a laugh when it 
wasinits prime. But it has grown 
gray haired and decrepit through long 
years of faithfulservice and has been 
shel ved. 

The man. who was challenged by a 
wooden-legged man has become histor- 
igal On account of his queer demand 

awhen he and his antagonist met upon 
the field of honor. He did not know 
until the pistols were louded and the 
ground paced off, that the man who 
thirsted for his blood was possessed of 
a& . timber limb. He protested, 
and cited that section of the 
code which prescribes that neither party 
shall have any advantage over his ad- 
versary, contending that his wooden- 
legged opponent had an advantage. 
‘“‘But rather than break up the affair, 
gentlemen,’ remarked the man who had 
two sound.and natural legs, ‘‘] make 
the following proposition: If you will 
get a bee-gum for me to put one of my 
legs in I will go ahead with the fight.” 

That duel didn't come off. 

There was a good one told in Georgia 
a few years ago, and it has lost none of 
its virility with age. A couple of 
gentlemen had decided that nothing but 
@ shot at one anctker with adult pistols 


would satisfy a difference they enjoyed. 
By reason of a failure to make railroad 
connection one of the principals @id 
not arrive at the place selected for the 
battle, and his second brought the news 
of his detention to the others, who 
were impatient for the slaughter to be- 
gin. When the other principal heard 
of the delay that was to debar him from 
the privilege of shooting at his enemy 
he promptly sent word that the code 
made provision for such emergencies. 
That when either of the principals 
failed to appear at the time and place 
set for the duel his second must answer 
to the demand of the other side. But 
the second in this case did not take 
kindly to this, and said that it would 
be impossible for him to fight as he was 
not naturalized. That duel was de- 
clared off, and a champagne supper re- 
stored good feeling ail around. 

In the days when it was. the proper 
thing to lock the duelists in a darkened 
room and arm them with pistols there 
were good stories told. One of them 
has been preserved. A German and a 
Frenchman were the fighters. They 
were locked in a room which was so 
dark that they could not see each other. 
The Frenchman described what trans- 
pired in his own peculiar style: ‘I 
know ef I shoot my pistol ze Dutchman 
see by ze flash and shoot me. SolI say 
to myself, I fire ze chimney, and zis 
will scare ze Dutchman so he shoot his 
pistol, and zen I can kill him. I keep 
var still, and ze Dutchman I not hear 
at all. But when I shoot my pistol up 
ze chimney to scare him, down he 
come.”—-Allanta Constitution. 
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COSTUME DESIGNING. 


Some of the Things to Be Considered in the 
Art of Adaptation. 

Those who know nothing of the 
mounting ot an historical drama would 
probably suppose that for its successful 
accomplishment nothing is required but 
mere attentive plodding and persever- 
ance; that the requisite authorities hav- 
ing been unearthed all serious difficulty 
is surmounted. Asa matter of fact it 
is Only at this point that the threshold 
of trouble is crossed. A wary experi- 
ence as well as a cultivated taste have 
to be brought into play to steer safely 
between two rocks, the obviously in- 
correct and the fantastically true. The 
intentions of the actor must not be ham- 
pered. A seat must not suggest absurd 
discomfort; a dress must not impede the 
motions ofa player. But neither need 
a costume be too much modified to meet 
the natural awkwardness or stupidity 
of the wearer. If an actor complains 
to me (no uncommon circumstance) 
that ‘‘he could not play in that,” I al- 
ways answer ‘‘try,” and only consent to 
further modifications when convinced 
in that particular garment he would 
jeopardize the general success. 

The costume of every period gave birth 
to peculiar deportment, required a 
special code of manners. A noble ac- 
customed to the trailing skirts and den- 
tilated sleeves of Henry V. would be 
out of his element in the padded 
breeches of King James. An actor has 
to learn how to wear his costume with 
propriety. I remember once, when I 
had the honor of mounting ‘Masks 
and Faces” for the Bancrofts at the 
Haymarket, the young men vowed ven- 
geance against me, declaring that I 
was making them look ridiculous. Their 
skirts piaited in many folds, were wired 
as well as buckramed, and their swords 
were stuck diagonally through them; 
ergo it was impossible to sit. I argued 
that the coats looked more natural than 
any George coats that | had ever seen, 
that they were wired thus in the days 
of Peg Woffington, and that it was 
highly probable that even the most ar- 
dent of her admirers was not always on 
his knees. The way of sitting must 
therefore have been other than that 
practiced in our era of Norfolk jackets, 
and it behoved us, by applying our 
minds toe the problem, to evolve the 
necessary action. A very little prac- 
tice brought out the secret, and though 
wired to my heart's content, the young 
men were made perfectly comfortable. 
Greek or Roman costume is a night- 
‘mare to many players, and yet whatcon- 
spicuous examples of grace in the wear- 
ing in the classic robes are Miss Ander- 
sonand Mr. Wilson Barrett. Their dra- 
peries hang about their limbs in natural 
undulations, as if they had never heard 
of dress improvers or frock coats; and 
yet it must not be supposed that they 
acquired the knack without long and 
careful practice. I never realized 
Miss Anderson’s skill in this matter 
until I strove to atiire another lady in 
a costume similar to hers. The overs 
drapery, winding around her feet, 
nearly brought her down upon her nose; 
it was always in her way, twisted into 
ungainly angles, and arrived at last un- 
der her arm like a packet of crumpled 
linen. Although this lady was not ex- 
ceptionally awkward, I was obliged in 
her case to revert to the o!d-fashioned 
hideous bedgown, which is any thing 
but statuesque. -—Magazine of Art.

USEFUL AND SUGGESTIVE. 


—A few drops of extract of lavender 
will prevent mucilage from molding 
or becoming sour. 

—Galvanized iron ropes are not to be 
commended for clotheslines, as they 
wear the clothes, especially lawns and 
muslins. 

—To prevent metals from rusting, 


- 


rmelt together three parts of lard and 


one of rosin, apply a very thin coating. 
It is equally good for brass, copper and 
steel. 

—Dark carpets do not need to be 
swept oftener than light ones if you 
give them a good dusting, say twice a 
week, with a flannel cloth tied round an 
ordinary broom. 

—A good way to clean marble is, to 
two parts of soda add part pummice 
stone and one of finely powdered chalk. 
Sift together, mix with water, and rub 
once on the marble, then wash off in 
salt and water. 

—The smell of paint may be taken 
from aroom by shutting it up, leaving 
a pan of lighted charcoal with juniper 
berries thrown on. This is useful fot a 
room impregnated with tobacco smoke. 
Again, soaked hay in a pail is consid- 
ered a good absorbent of disagreeable 
odors, 

—For cold feet there is nothing like 
asand bag. Get some clean fine sand 
and dry it perfectly on the stove ina 
pan, and when.dry put it into a bag of 
strong unbleached cotton about a foot 
square. Sew up the opening well, and 
then make another bag out of flan- 
nel. The bag can be easily heated by 
laying it on the back part of the 
stove or in the oven when the fire is 
low. 

—Mock Suet Pudding.—Two cups 
chopped bread, ha!f a cup molasses, 
half acup brown sugar, one cup sweet 
milk, one egg, half a teaspoonful soda 
dissolved in half cup cold water, half 
teaspoonful ground cloves, one cup 
raisins chopped and dredged with flour, 
currants and citron if desired, one tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon, a good pinch of 
salt and mace. Steam two hours. 
Eaten with sauce.—Acbany. ; 

—A quaint lesson in economy was 
given by an English woman of wealth 
and position to an American friend. It 
related to the method of preserving a 
stair carpet and to keep it in its en- 
tirety as long as possible. She and her 
husband had agreed the one to keep al- 
ways to the right in going up and 
down and the other to walk only upon 
the left hand side of the carpet. It was 
expected that company would keep ex- 
clusively in the center of the stairway 
and that as a result of the arrangement 
the stair carpet would grow old with 
equal rapidity. 
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PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


The Possibility of Eradicating the Disease 
From the United States. 

Congress has been liberal in its ap- 
propriations for the suppression of this 
disease, but has not assumed authority 
to regulate the movements of animals 
except in transit from one State to an- 
other without the consent of the State 
concerned. In States where the disease 
existed the necessary legislation has 
been obtained for enforcing quarantines 
and for condemning and slaughtering 
affected animals and co-operating with 
the United States authorities in sup- 
pressing the disease. 

From a report of the work done by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry in 
stamping out p!euro-pneumonia during 
the seven months ending July 31, 1888, 
it is learned that a large amount of 
work has been accomplished. Up to 
that date and within the time mentioned 
the Bureau had purchased and slaught- 
ered 6,047 diseased and exposed ani- 
mals. Its inspectors had carefully ex- 
amined more than 180,000 head of 
cattle and 1,442 premises had been dis- 
infected. 

In addition to this there has been the 
supervision of animals in _ transit 
through and across the infected dis- 
tricts and of the trade in dairy cows in 
all of the infected counties. There has 
been the continual supervision of all 
the animals in the infected counties and 
the frequent re-examination of herds in 
suspected districts. 

‘As showing the manner in ‘which the 
operations have been conducted in in- 
fected counties, the cattle were care- 
fully examined as soon as possible after 
the quarantine was established, und a 
numbered tag Was put in the ear of 
every bovine animal in the infected dis- 
trict to prevent a change of animals 
from one farm or stable to another 
without a permit, and these numbers 
were recorded in the office of the Bu- 
reau in the respective States where the 
work was going on. Post-mortem ex- 
aminations were made upon all animals 
which died within the infected limits, 
and in this way many diseased herds 
were found which otherwise would have 
escaped observation. 

On the discovery of an infected herd 
the animais are appraised and slaugh- 
tered, and the premises thoroughly dis- 
infected. <A sufficient number of men 
are employed who do nothing but ren- 
ovate and disinfect buildings and yards 
where the disease has existed. A mix- 
ture of chloride of lime and whitewash 
is applied with a force-pump so thor- 
oughly as to penetrate every crevice of 
a building where infection may exist. 
In some large stables the constant work 
of ten men for two or three weeks has 
been required before the premises were 
in a proper condition for the reception 
of fresh animals. 

It is stated by Mr. Salmon, Chief of 
the Bureau, that the extent of the dis- 
ease has been very materially lessened 
tn all the States where it has existed, 
and if the work is continued for a rea- 
sonable length of time we shall be able 
to entirely eradicate this disease from
